BEIRUT, Lebanon, March 10 
(AP) —Iraq’s government in-| 
sisted today it has crushed the 
week-end nationalist uprising 
and accused a foreign power— 
apparently meaning President | 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s United | 
|Arab Republic—of stirring up 
the trouble. 


The rebels, whether by 
choice or necessity, maintained 
radio silence after signing off 
with a final claim to control 
of all northern Iraq last mid- 
night. 

The victory declarations of 
Premier Abdel Karim Kassem’s 
Communist-influenced regime 
via the Baghdad radio met no- 
further challenge on Middle | 
East airwaves. 


Surrounded by Mystery. 


Mystery still surrounded the 
insurrection led by Col. Abdel 
Wahab Shawaf in oil-rich Mo- 
sul for few specific details had 
been disclosed by either side. 

Iraq’s military governor, Ah- 
med Saleh el Abdi, voiced the 
charge of foreign meddling in 
'a broadcast from Baghdad. He 
named no names, but said: 

“We advise this country that 
is co-operating with imperial- 
ism to stop spreading lies, be- 
cause these will not affect the 
Iraqi Republic. 

“This imperialist state must | 
know that the people and army 
of Iraq are determined to pre- | 
serve our republic and smash 
all imperialist stooges.” 

Kassem’s regime has been at 
loggerheads with Nasser for 
months over the Iraqi leader's 
refusal to adopt a policy of 
Arab unity along lines advocat- 
ed in Cairo. 

A Cairo dispatch quoted a re- 
port there that the Iraqi gov, 
ernment has declared many) 


‘sy in Baghdad persona non 
‘grata and ordered them to 
leave Iraq within 24 hours. 

The action apparently does 
not mean a diplomatic rupture 
but leaves the U.A.R. embassy 
in the hands of minor officials. 
Ambassador Sayed Fahmy has 
been in Cairo about a week for 
consultations. 

Huge crowds swept teoiiei 
Baghdad proclaiming support 


for Kassem, the Iraqi radio re- | 


ported. It said the demonstra- 
tors shouted such slogans as 
“Long live Kassem,” “Down 
with damn Eisenhower” and | 
“Down with the plotters.” The 
shouts could be heard clearly 
over the radio. 

The radio said the demon- 
strators marched to the Minis- 
try of Defense and handed 
‘Kassem a set of resolutions. 
One asked him to “take the | 
necessary punitive and diplo- 
matic measures against coun- 
tries plotting against the Iraq 
republic,” Baghdad said. 

In Moscow, the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda called 
the Iraqi revolt a part “of the 
broadly conceived plan devised 
by aggressive circles connected 
with the Baghdad pact.” 

Pravda said “constant pres- 
sure was being put on the 
young republic from abroad, 
especially from Iran, and Tur- 
key behind which stands the 
United States.” 

The Baghdad radio repeated 
its claim—denied throughout 
yesterday by the rebels’ radio | 
at Mosul—that Shawaf had. 
been killed by his own men. 

The final rebel broadcast 
Monday night repeated the aims 
of the revolution. Several lis- | 
tening posts in Beirut which | 
heard the rebel radio signals | 
clearly throughout yesterday | 

could not find a trace of the | 
station this morning.

A resolution approved by the 
student senate by a vote of 21 
to 4 calls for a student boycott 
of the establishment “until 
such time as that place of busi- 
ness serves all members of the 
campus community.” 

Daniel R. Fineberg, chair- 
man of a senate committee to 
carry out the boycott, said its 
main objective was “to keep 
people thinking about the sit- 
uation.”

In these decisions, he 
charged, the court usurped the 
legislative powers of Congress, 
favored Communist and crimi- 
nal elements, and set aside 
precedents and decisions “es- 
tablished at a time when the 
court was composed of justices 
learned in the law and schooled 
in the rudiments of American 
jurisvrudence.”’ 

Calls Situation Grave. 

“The inevitable consequences 
of such decisions are freighten- 
ing to contemplate,” McClellan 
said. “Unless these trends can 
be checked, the usurpation of 
legislative powers stopped, state 
sovereignty will be destroyed. 
and a centralized government 
enthroned by judicial fiat and 
decree.” 

The situation is of such grav- 
ity, he said, that “it calls for 
the exercise of all legislative 
authority that the Congress can 


exert.” In the. last Congress 
McClellan backed measures 
that would have curbed the 


powers of the court. 

Meanwhile the New York 
County Lawyers’ Association 
board of directors opposed “any 
attempt to curtail the jurisdic- 
tion” of the Supreme Court. 

Whitney North Seymour, 
president-elect of the American 
Bar Association who is a mem- 
ber of the board, attended the 
closed meeting. At its con- 
clusion he said he saw no in- 
consistency between the county 
lawyers statement and the ac- 
tion taken Feb. 24 by the Amer- 
ican Bar Association. 

Appeal to Congress. 

On that day the A.B.A.’s 
house of delegates approved a 
series of recommendations call- 
ing on Congress to modify the 
effect of recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court dealing with 
Communism and internal se- 
curity matters. 

The action has been inter- 
preted widely as a bid to Con- 
gress to tighten legislation 
aimed at subversive activities. 
The house of delegates softened 
some language critical of the 
court’s decisions. This was con- 
tained in a report prepared by 
a special Bar Association com- 
mittee on Communist tactics, 
strategy and objectives and 
supported by the association’s 
board, its 16-member governing 


| body. 


The New York County Law- 
yers Association is an auton- 
omous body which, with other 
local and state bar associations, 
is represented in the A.B.A. 
house of delegates. The county 
association president, Arthur H. 
Schwartz said yesterday that “if 
anybody construes the (A.B.A.) 
resolution as an effort to curtail 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court we don’t agree with the 
resolution.”

(AP) — AFL-CIO President 
George Meany said _ today 
President Eisenhower’s Admin- 
istration is pushing an anti- 
labor bill to impede enact- 
ment of what he called fair 
labor control legislation. 

He added: “I don’t think we 
could have unions” under an- 
other measure proposed by 
Chairman Graham A. Barden 


(Dem.), North Carolina, of the | 
House Labor Committee. Bar- | 


den introduced the measure 
after consultaeions with Senate 
Rackets Committee Chairman 
John L. McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas. 


Testifying before House la- 
bor subcommittees 


his fire on the Administration- 
sponsored bill. He called it 
“anti-labor in intent and in 
its effect. 


He said the bill “fails mis- | 


erably to deal with the crook 
who sits on management’s side 
of the table.” He challenged 
the National Association of 
Manufacturers to “adopt even 
1 per cent of the ethical stand- 
ards of the trade union move- 
ment. 

Meany particularly objected 
to provisions in the Adminis- 
tration bill to tighten restric- 
tions on secondary boycotts and 
certain types of picketing. 

“Without regard to the sub- 
stance of these points, I con- 
tend they are wholly without 
relation to the problem of cor- 
ruption and are evidence of 
the anti-union character of the 
bill,” he contended 
Charges Issues Are Befogged. 

Their inclusion in the bill, 
Meany said, “is to us clear evi- 
dence that the Administration 
is engaged in a deliberate ef- 
fort to so befog the issues in- 
volved in dealing with labor- 
management reform legislation 
as to make it extremely diffi- 
cult for Congress to enact fair, 
workable and effective legisla- 
tion.” 

The, provisions to which 
Meany objected would revise 
the Taft-Hartley Labor Rela- 
tions Act. Meany said “these 
items distinctly belong—if they 
belong at all,”” in a separate 
bill that would amend the Taft- 
Hartley law. 

Meany defended, however, 
some labor-indorsed Taft-Hart- 
ley changes which are included 
both in the Administration bill 
and in House and Senate ver- 
sions of a rival measure drafted 
by Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts. He de- 
scribed them as either non-con- 
troversial or as needed to curb 
corruption, and added: 

“We resent the false and mis- 
leading statements that (these 
provisions are) ‘sweeteners’ de- 
signed to win labor’s favor.” 

Provisions Backed by Labor. 

One of the provisions would 
permit building contractors to 
reach agreements with con- 
struction trade unions before 
their workers were hired. An- 
other would permit replaced 
strikers to vote in union repre- 
sentation elections. 

Both the Kennedy and the 
Administration bills also call 
for strict financial accounting 
of union funds and for secret 
election of union officials as a 
means of curbing racketeering. 

Meany contended the Ad- 
ministration bill required too 
little reporting by employers. 
He criticized also its provisions 
that unions failing to meet its 
requirements would lose their 
income tax exemptions and be 
barred from use of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

The Administration bill, he 
said, “seeks to punish the ma- 
jority for the sins of the few. 
It penalizes the victims of the 
crooks. It ignores the value of 
self-regulatory actions as a de- 
terrent to corruption. It faiis 
miserably to deal witn the 
crook who sits on manage- 
ment’s side of the table.”

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CHICAGO POLICE 
FIND STOLEN 
OF STENOTYPS 


The automobile of a court 
reporter, which contained sten- 
otype notes of testimony be- 
fore a St. Louis county grand 
jury when the car was stolen 
from a public garage here last 
Dec. 15, was recovered today in 
Chicago. 

A spokesman for the Na- 
tional Union Insurance Co. at 
Chicago, told the Post-Dispatch 
a bundle of stenotype notes 
was found in the stolen car. 

Testimony recorded in the 
notes pertained to the “grand 
jury investigation of reported 
hoodlum infiltration of the 
vending machine business in 
the county. Six witnesses, whose 
testimony was recorded that 
day, included employes of the 
McCall Novelty Co. and of the 
hoodlum - dominated Plaza 
Amusement Co. 

Detectives Michael Casey and 
James Ryan, of the Division of 
Stolen Automobiles of the Chi- 
cago Police Department, re- 
covered the car from a parking 
place in the 900 block of Hud- 
son avenue. The detectives, who 
frequently ride through the 
housing projects in that area, 
saw the car, a blue and white 
Pontiac, last week. They did not 
investigate immediately, Ryan 
explained, because the car was 
properly parked. 

Noticing the automobile 
again, Ryan and Casey stopped 
to investigate. The machine 
was locked and the fuel tank 
was empty. The car was iden- 
tified through the serial num- 
ber and the Missouri license, 
which had been reported to the 
Natoinal Automobile Theft Bu- 
reau in Chicago. 

The car was stolen from the 
Ninth-Chestnut Garage, 107 
North Ninth street, the evening 
of Dec. 15, a short time after 
the owner, Miss Norma Mag- 
nano, a St. Louis county circuit 
coutr reporter, left the machine 
at the garage. 

The stenu.ype notes were 
left under the front seat by 
Miss Ann Taylor, a court re- 
porter, who had recorded the 
grand jury testimony. Miss 
Magnano and Miss Taylor went 


to a hotel for dinner, and Miss | 


Taylor had planned to trans- 
scribe the notes in her office, 
at 818 Olive street, later. 

Chicago police reported they 
did not find the stenotype ma- 
chine, which Miss Taylor also 
left in the car Police added 
that the spare tire also was 
missing 

Capt. Richard Hackmevyer, of 
county police, departed for 
Chicago this afternoon to pick 
up the notes. 

Miss Magnano regularly 
parked her automobile in the 
downtown garage and was 
known to employes there. An 
attendant reported he saw a 
car resembling her machine 
leave the garage, and pre- 
sumed Miss Magnano had re- 
turned for the car. The at- 
tendent said he did not obtain 
a clear view of the driver.

WAS GIVEN LIE 
WINS. NEW TRIAL

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
10— The Missouri Supreme 


Court ordered yesterday a new 
trial for Frank James of St. 
Louis, who appealed a life sen- 
tence under the habitual crim- 
inal act. The court upheld 
James’ contention that Judge 
Robert L. Aronson had asked 
too many questions during the 
trial in St. Louis circuit court. 

In other rulings, the court 
held that utility relocation or- 
ders issued by the State High- 
way Commission were subject 
to court review, and it permit- 
ted a 19-year-old woman to re- 
cover damages from her father 
for injuries suffered while a 
passenger in his car. 

The court also accepted juris- 
diction in the dispute between 
the St. Louis Board of Police 
Commissioners and the city’s 
fiscal authorities over the po- 
lice budget. 

James was charged with 
theft of $178 “by force and 
violence” in a robbery of Dave 
Sharp’s Market at 2101A Cole 
street, St. Louis, on July 13, 
1957. 

Basis for Reversal. 

Commissioner Paul W. Bar- 
rett of Division No. 2, who 
wrote the opinion concurred in 
by all of the judges, based the 
reversal on a point raised by 
defense counsel, “that the trial 
judge, over the defendant's ob- 
jection, unduly injected him- 
self into the trial of the case, 
and improperly asked improper 
questions” of state witnesses. 

The opinion noted that, “in 
addition to the usual responses 
and formal informational in- 
quiries, the judge in the trial 
of this case directed 165 ques- 
tions to the witnesses. Two of 
the questions were directed to 
the defendant and his single 
witness, the other 163 in the 
examination of the state’s wit- 
nesses.” 

“There is no disposition on 
the part of this court,” Com- 
missioner Barrett said, “to in- 
fringe upon trial judges’ dis- 
cretion in reasonably- project- 
ing themselves and their per- 
sonalities into a criminal pro- 
ceeding.” 

The commissioner said that 
a trial judge's discretionary 
power to interrogate witnesses 
in a criminal trial “is subject 
to certain limitations, however, 
and the limitations are best in- 
dicated perhaps by direct quo- 
tations and reference to cases 
rather than by an attempt to 
specifically demonstrate upon 
this record and characterize.” 

Greater Caution Urged. 

“The judge’s power to put 
questions to witnesses in a 
jury-tried criminal case should 
be exercised with greater cau- 
tion than he might exercise in 
a civil case tried without a 
jury.” 

Protracted examination of 
witnesses and constant inter- 
polation by the trial judge, 
Barrett said, “may impair the 
desired atmosphere of imparti- 
ality to which the accused is 
entitled.” 

“The utmost deference is due 
the experienced and most cap- 
able judge who presided at this 
trial,“ Commissioner’ Barrett 
concluded. “He was within his 
powers in interrogating the wit- 
nesses, ‘but in the manner in 
which he used them we think 
he exceeded them’ and, accord- 
ingly, the judgment is reversed 
and the cause remanded.”

Trading stamps do 


bring savings 


... U.S. Government study r veals 


WASHINGTON, D.C., JANUARY 22, 1959—The 
government reported that housewives know what 
they’re doing when they take advantage of trading 
stamps. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture surveyed 
the impact of trading stamps on food prices be- 
tween November, 1953 and March, 1957, in 21 
cities. It was the third such survey the department 
has made in recent years. The first two were in- 
conclusive. 


This survey revealed that buyers who take the 
time and trouble to save stamps save money... 
they realize a 1.4 per cent saving. 


The study showed that food prices in retail 
stores giving trading stamps increased six tenths 
of one per cent more than prices in stores that do 
not issue them. The stamps, however, when turned 
in for redeemable merchandise, are worth about 2 
per cent of each retail dollar spent in filling the 
stamp book. 


Thus the customer benefits by the extent of the 
1.4 per cent difference. 


Most of the cost of buying and handling the 
stamps is absorbed by the stores themselves, econ- 
omists found. Retail stores can do this in several 
ways. They can reduce expenses on other promo- 
tional devices; they can try to increase their sales 
volume; or they can accept lower profits.

A comparison of five food chains giving stamps 
with chains not giving stamps showed that those 
giving out stamps increased their sales over those 
not giving them. 

Before stamps were added, both groups had 
fairly stable shares of the sales volume. After i1n- 
troduction of trading stamps, the chains giving 
stamps increased their share of the total sales 
volume by 10 per cent. 


Profits as a percentage of sales decreased slightly 
in the stamp chains. The five non-stamp chains, on 
the other hand, witnessed a steady increase in 
profits per sales dollar. The department said the 
study did not report data on the effects of stamp 
use on total profits of these groups.

BOARD REPORTS

- BIASIN MISSOUR

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
10—Discrimination against Ne- 
groes is being practiced in 
education, employment, hous- 
ing and recreation in Missouri, 
the Missouri Commission on 
Human Rights reported to Gov. 
James T. Blair and the Legis- 
lature today. 

The commmission made no 
attempt to measure the degree 
or the extent of discrimina- 
tion, but based its report on 
completed questionnaires re- 
ceived from St. Louis and 52 
of the 114 counties. 

It was appointed by the 
Governor last April and began 
to function in July, under the 
chairmanship of the Rev. Traf- 
ford P. Maher, S.J., head of 
the Department of Education 
at St. Louis University. 

For a Permanent Basis. 

The commission asked that 
it be established on a perma- 
nent and with greater 
scope, including authority to 
Have public meetings and to 
“request” attendance of wit- 
nesses. As it stands, it is es- 
tablished only until 
1961, 

Even in education, the report 
said, ‘“‘where Missouri has tak- 
en the lead in integration, 
segregated 
“much remains 
to be done on the state and lo- 
cal level.” The report did not 
list specific places in the state

where discrimination occurs. 

It included these other find- 
ings: 

Employment—‘Equal oppor- 
tunities are not given to Ne- 
groes for upgrading and pro- 
motions on the job, and few 
Negroes hold positions above 
the unskilled level. ... Union 
membership is denied to a 
large segment of the Negro 
labor force.” 

Housing—“‘Residential segre- 
gation, private restrictions, un- 
moral real estate practices and 
community attitudes prevent 
Negroes frob uving or renting 
in the more desirable neigh- 
borhoods 

“In almost every instance, 
hotels, motels, apartment houses 
and rooming houses will not 
accept Negroes as guests, per- 
manent or temporarily.” 

Recreation “There is out- 
right segregation or prohibition 
in such recreational facilities 
as town parks, playgrounds, 
swimming pools, golf links, ten- 
nis courts, bowling alleys, sKat- 
ing rinks, movies, amusement 
parks and drive-in movies.” 

The commission investigated 
12 complaints of discrimination 
and found “probable cause”’ in 
two cases, it reported. One was 
withdrawn and the other nine 
showed “no probable cause” or 
went beyond the jurisdiction of 
the group. 

On labor aspects of the re- 
port, John I. Rollings, presi- 
dent of the Missouri State La- 
bor Council, commented here 
that some labor untons that 
once barred Negroes now ad- 
mit them to membership. 
“Generally speaking,” he said, 

much progress has. been 
made.” 

He named the machinists and 
metal polishers as examples of 
unions in which Negroes have 
gained membership, and con- 
tended that discrimination on 
a racial basis is practiced “in 
a very minor segment” of the 
labor movement.

Neither Jawahar- 
lal Nehru of India nor Kwame 
Nkrumah of Ghana, for in-

other sections of Africa. 


Already the Union of South 
Africa isa serious divisive fac- 
tor in the Commonwealth. 

It was the London Observer 
which questioned the sincerity 
of British policy in Central 
Africa: “The main political ar- 
gument used by the lobbyists of 
federation was the importance 
of preventing the racial policies 
of South Africa from spread- 
ing into the Rhodesias, which 
today, so far as the Africans 
are concerned, displays the 
same disregard of political 
rights and willingness to use 
force that characterizes the 
worst features of the union,” 
the Observer said. 

Meanwhile the Sunday Times 
in London went so far as to 
suggest that the Central Afri- 
can Federation—which Welen- 
sky is attempting to preserve 
by using ruthless force—should 
be broken up. Future of the 
federation is to be discussed 
next year. It may be in the 
interest of the Rhodesias, says 
the Times, “to accept in 1960 
the omission of Nyasaland from 


the federation as a condition | 
of the latter’s advance to inde- | 


pendence.” 
Interestingly enough, for ad- 
vocating precisely this Dr. 


Hastings Banda, the African 
nationalist leader of Nyasaland, 
was jailed last week. Jailing 
Banda and other Nyasaland na- 
tionalist leaders already has 
cost the lives of at least 39 
Africans.

As for civilization (not including 
ancient Egypt, always recognized 
as one of the oldest and most ad- 
vanced of the world’s civiliza- 
tions), the Negroes of central and 
western Africa developed power- 
ful states and great empires while 
the inhabitants of Europe were 
still barbarians. 

When the African slave trade 
to the Americas began, the Afri- 
can nations had begun to decay 
and decline, mainly because of 
wars, and thus they were ripe for 
pillage, kidnapping, and destruc- 
tion. 

It is time for the “unreconstruc- 
ted rebels” of the South and their 
“fellow travelers” to stop looking 
backwards and get some new 
glasses which will eliminate their 
blind spot. Nations rise and fall 
as inevitably as the tides, and op- 
pression and intolerance are signs 
of the beginning of decay.

Recently Secretary Dulles went to the hos- 
pital, Secretary McElroy let it be known that 
he must go back to the soap factory, a TVA 
director had to go back to his college job to 
protect his pension, an Atomic Energy Com- 
missioner resigned. Some of these men had 
served the Administration barely long enough 
to learn their jobs. All of the positions are 
of high importance and not easily filled. Seri- 
ous risks are involved so long as they are left 
unfilled. 

Declarations of policy may be made by the 
President at a press conference. But if they 


are valid, they are not made off the top of: 


the head. They must be the considered con- 
clusions of competent minds. And the Gov- 
ernment encounters special difficulty in re- 
cruiting such minds. Except in time of war, 
this always has been true. President Truman 
pointed this out at Princeton, and appropri- 
ately so since Woodrow Wilson, the former 
Princeton president, also was deeply con- 
cerned with the problem. For that matter, 
de Tocqueville found it td be one of the 
most serious weaknesses of the American sys- 
tem. But today we cannot afford shortcom- 
ings which may have been tolerable in de 
Tocqueville’s day. 

When a Dulles, McElroy or Adams is in- 
capacitated or leaves, his duties fall on such 
men as Under Secretaries Herter and Dillon, 
Deputy Secretary Quarles or Maj. Gen. Per- 
sons. Competent as some of these may be, 
the tenure of the second level is often too 
short for continuity and intimate knowledge. 
As James Reston says, few in Washington are 
“satisfied that the Government is solving the 
increasingly difficult problems of finding and 
keeping key men, and assigning them to the 
jobs where they will be most effective.” For 
example, with Russia our No. 1 problem, 
Charles E. Bohlen, the most experienced ex- 
pert on Russian affairs now in Government 
service, is in the embassy in Manila, and 
George F. Kennan, another outstanding ex- 
pert, was allowed to resign while he could be 
most useful. 

Inevitably, the situation suggests a system 
of permanent undersecretaries or ministers 
such as those of Great Britain, France and 
other parliamentary democracies. Reasonably 
separated from partisan politics, such officials 
serve administration after administration, and 
they keep things going rather well. 

The American civil service system does not 
reach so high a level. Because we have not 
yet outlived our experiences with the spoils 
system, we still hesitate to make government 
really professional. We must change this. 
Our universities must, like the British uni- 
versities, guide more young people into gov- 
ernment service, and public opinion must 
make that service much more attractive. 

President Jackson’s principle of “rotation 
in office” always will hold good on the high- 
est administrative level and in Congress. But 
the President and the Cabinet should be sup- 
ported by a more fully developed career 
service. 


For the Pig’s Ear 


We walked aforlap the rain. The woods 
turned from mal’adornblem to _sli’adorn- 
blem. Howby we got wet, and we were 
frightened by recuper lightning. We are no 
longer as mal-resilrig as once. It is nearly 
the timafor of our walking. 


We concede the irrationalities of English, 
especially the differences in meaning without 
differences in spelling. Our less than perfect 
English has amazingly many of these multi- 
ple-meaning words. 

For example, Webster gives 24 for front, 20 
for ring. 20 for shot, and 16 for stiff. Mystery 
has 10 definitions and honor has nine— 
and that may clear up the mystery of why 
“they are all honorable men.” Still, we be- 
lieve that what was good enough for Chaucer 
and T. S. Eliot is good enough for us. Not so 
the new mechanical brains. They refuse to 
attach more than one meaning to a word. 

Since the machine is master of the age, 
the Patent Office is working hard on a ma- 
chine-English. And that means many a new 
word. Samples: aforlap, a period of time 
which begins after an action starts and ends 
while the action continues; adornblem, visual 
appearance, pleasing or displeasing when used 
with mal’ or sli’; howby, as the result of; 
resilrig, used with those modifiers to indicate 
degree of rigidity; timafor, period of time in 
which action ends completely. 

And that is enough to enable the reader 
to make sense of the sample of the new prose 
given above. And it should be enough, too, 
to convince him that mechanical brains are 
subresilrig indeed since they cannot master 
that pig’s ear of a language which we humans 
turn into silk purses. 


Dirksen for Bricker 


Senators may come and Senators may go 
but the proposed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion sponsored originally by John W. Bricker, 
like Tennyson’s brook, apparently is going on 
forever. For its latest revival the country 
may thank the Republican Senate Leader, Ev- 
erett McKinley Dirksen of Illinois, who fought 
the Bricker wars with the Ohio Senator in re- 
cent sessions. 

In introducing the 1959 version of the 
Bricker foreign affairs monkey wrench, Sena- 
tor Dirksen said he thought the proposed 
amendment should be reoffered ‘“‘because of 
the interest in it all over the country.” Sena- 
tor Dirksen’s ears must be far more sensitive 
than ours. Currently we heaf no demand— 
nor whisper for that matter—that Congress 
submit the proposal to the country. 

The Dirksen version sounds harmless enough. 
It says that “a provision of a treaty or other 
international agreement which conflicts with 
any provision of the Constitution shall not be 
of any force or effect.” The Illinois Republi- 
can argues that it is necessary to place these 
words in the Constitution to protect the pow- 
ers that are reserved to the states by the Con- 
stitution from being infringed by the treaty- 
making power. i 

But there is no more need for inserting 
these words in the Constitution now than back 
in 1953 when the Republicans controlled the 
Senate and the Eisenhower Administration 
had to go all out to defeat the Bricker forces. 
The Supreme Court has ruled that the Consti- 
tution takes precedence over all other laws 
and treaties. By writing a vague limitation of 
the President’s treaty power into the Consti-

tution, the Bricker forces would hope to open 
many treaties and agreements to challenge, 
embarrass American participation in U.N. 
agencies, and inhibit our Government’s co- 
operation with other nations. 

Here is a demonstration of why Senator 
Cooper of Kentucky would have made a Re- 
publican leader more in keeping with the 
domestic and international outlook of the 
President than Senator Dirksen. The Dirksen 
resolution is now in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. That is where it should stay. 


The Investigators’ Job 


Representative Cornelius Costello of Kan- 
sas City, chairman of the legislative commit- 
tee investigating the Fulton power contract, 
suggests a:survey by an independent engi- 
neering firm to determine who should get the 
contract to supply power to State Hospital 
No. 1, Let us suppose that such a survey is 


made, that it is completely fair, and that its , 


findings are put into execution. What will 
have been gained? It will have been deter- 
mined that the people of Missouri can be 
sure of fair contract-letting by the State if a 
legislative committee is called out and on 
hand to police it. 

That is hardly a permanent solution. Nor 
is it the Legislature’s function to award con- 
tracts. In this particular business the Mis- 
souri Legislature’s responsibility is to make 
sure that laws are enacted and enforced which 
will assure public notification, competitive 
bidding, arm’s-length negotiations and fair 
awards of contracts for state business. And 
not just this one time—every time. The re- 
sponsibility of the Legislature in these re- 
gards is now being exercised by the investi- 
gating committee. 

Chairman Costello and his committee as a 
whole seem to have had a hard time getting 
down to this central point of their responsi- 
bility. The Fulton contract is a symptom, and 
so are the related matters at the University 
of Missouri and Moberly. The committee 
wants to get down to the roots of the trouble 
—or it should want to do so. If legislation 
is not on the books which will prevent pro- 
spective bidders from having to complain that 
they were not invited to submit bids on state 
business, then that legislation should be rec- 
ommended by the investigating committee. 
The same holds for all the other elements of 
fair and impartial state purchasing. 


Hint to the Park Board 


It is a good thing for trout and anglers 
alike that the season’s opening day comes but 
once a year. There were 1758 fishermen at 
Bennett Spring, 962 at Maramec, 912 at Mon- 
tauk and 1044 at Roaring River—a total of 
1642 more than were at streamside in these 
state parks a year earlier. 

Such numbers take much of the pleasure 
out of fishing, but most anglers know that 
opening day is a ceremonial day rather than a 
day of fishing. The throngs do thin out a 
bit as the season advances, but then the num- 
bers go up again as vacation time comes 
along. This sport has become so popular in 
Missouri that fishing conditions never are 
what they really should be. Too many people 
and not enough water. 

Ever since the establishment of the State 
Park Board, anglers have hoped ardently that 
it would “do something.” Actually, it should 
not be too difficult at, say, Montauk to make 
the Current river below the park available to 
fishermen. Only an access road near the 
stream-bank is necessary. The land in ques- 
tion is not expensive, and the road would not 
have to be a super-highway. Missouri’s anglers 
keep on hoping. 


The Plateau of Unemployment 


President Eisenhower told newsmen recent- 
ly that his Administration’s one-year special 
unemployment insurance program should not 
be extended “when we are on a curve of ris- 
ing prosperity.” But outside of this curve of 
prosperity there remains a plateau of serious 
unemployment. The nation is simply too 
prosperous to ignore a constant source of 
human need. 

Hence congressional leaders agree that 
something must be done to help the unem- 
ployed, though they disagree as to what must 
be done. On one side, Speaker Rayburn says 
“we've got to pass” legislation extending the 
life of the emergency program, which pro- 
vided federal loans for states extending their 
payment periods. 

Senator McNamara of Michigan and mem- 
bers from two other states where unemploy- 
ment ranges from 9 to 12 per cent of the 
working force believe greater assistance is 
needed. By April 1, they predict, nearly two 
million unemployed will have exhausted bene- 
fits under both the regular insurance and fed- 
eral emergency programs. Senator McNamara 
is preparing a bill for the Government to add 
extra “recovery benefits” to jobless insurance 
in areas of high unemployment. 

If direct relief is required in special areas, 
this ought to be administered apart from the 
insurance program. Otherwise the insurance 
principle might be voided. Direct unemploy- 
ment relief is a federal responsibility and only 
the Federal Government could foot the bill 
for it in any case. But as a start on the un- 
employment problem, last year’s emergency 
program ought to be extended, and the 
states encouraged to review their insurance 
programs, 


Better Care for the Senile 


A bill enabling senile patients to be trans- 
ferred from state mental hospitals to nursing 
and boarding homes deserves sympathetic 
consideration from the Missouri Senate, to 
which it has been favorably reported by com- 
mittee. The present arrangement, which is 
one of long standing, is fair neitber to the 
senile residents nor to the mental hospitals. 

It is cruel to elderly people to house them 
alongside the mentally ill when they require 
little but custodial care. The state mental 
hospitals are crowded with senile cases, 
which prevent the admission of a like number 
of mental cases. Providing custodial care in 
mental institutions, furthermore, is a waste 
in money. Yet it is estimated more than 1200 
of the 10,000 patients in state hospitals would 
be better situated in nursing or boarding 
homes. 

The measure pending in the Senate would 
authorize the state to pay for senile patients’ 
care the amount it has been expending for 
their care in the state hospitals. This will 
not be a cure-all, but te the extent that it 
works—and it may be expected to work to 
a considerable extent—it will offer better, 
more economical and more efficient care for 
both seniles and the mentally ill.

A Federal Reserve Board study 
says: “Since September there has 
been little evidence of any extensive 
rehiring of workers other than for 
seasonal reasons.” 

It noted that while production has 
regained nearly all the ground lost 
during the 1958 recession, nonfarm 
employment “has regained less than 
a third of its recession loss of 2,400,- 
000 jobs.” 

It is easy to say that an expanding 
economy will absorb the old and 
new workers, and that the new work- 
ers themselves will create a demand 
for goods and services (homes, ap- 
pliances, automobiles, etc.) which 
their own labor will help to fill.

Douglas who was a professor of 
economics before he became a Sena- 
tor, says the people want the econ- 
omy to achieve three things: reason- 


ably full employment, “substantial 
Stability in the price level,” and a 
rate of economic growth that will 
meet all our needs. 

Each of these goals is highly de- 
sirable. But, as Douglas points out, 
some people fear these aims are in- 
compatible. His committee will try 
to find out “whether it is possible 
to reconcile these objectives, and if 
so, how.” 

In its task, the committee will in- 
vestigate several factors in the prob- 
lem. Among these will be historical 
rates of unemployment, production, 
and prices: the effect of increases 
and decreases in the supply of money 
and credit; the effects of monopolis- 
tic and quasimonopolistic practices: 
the effects of wage increases and of 
union and professional practices. 

Also the effects of government 
spending and taxation, of budgetary 
surpluses and deficits, of monetary 
and debt management practices, and 
the effects of international influ- 
ences. 

We don’t know—probably Senator 
Douglas doesn’t know—whether this 
study will provide acceptable an- 
swers to the problems of inflation, of 
unemployment, of economic expan- 
sion. But when it is concluded we 
should know much more than we now 
know about those problems. 

It is fashionable—and perhaps in- 
evitable—for labor to blame man- 
agement and management to blame 
labor for high prices, for unemploy- 
ment, for relative economic stagna- 
tion—with government coming in for 
a barrage from both sides. 

If the study is conducted, as Doug- 
las’s chairmanship seems to assure,

Hospitals were strongly crit- 
icized before the American | 
College of Surgeons yesterday | 
for permitting carelessness and | 
lax cleaning methods to be- | 
come prevalent in the age of | 
antibiotics. 

Dr. Carl W. Walter, associate 
clinical professor of surgery at | 
Harvard Medical School, said 
at Kiel Auditorium that better 
sanitation would go far toward 
curbing surgical infections that 
have plagued hospitals since 
World War II. . 

A St, Louis physician, Dr. 
Joseph C,. Peden Jr., chair- 
man of the infection commit- 
tee at St. Luke’s Hospital, said 
in an interview that St. Louis 
area hospitals had not thus 
far had any “catastrophic” out- 
breaks of infection. 

Good Housekeeping Here. 


Dr. Peden attributed the 
good St. Louis experience in 
part to good housekeeping 
methdos. He said St. Louis 
hospitals, with the encourage- 
ment of the Missouri Division 
of Health, had set up commit- 
tees in the last year to watch 
the number and type of infec- 
tion cases. 

Such committees, it was ex- 
plained, include nursing and 
managerial personnel as well 
as physicians. Their task is 
to see to it that hospitals do 
not become focal points for 
recrudescence of “cross infec- 
tion” among patients and per- 
sonnel. 

Dr. Walter, speaking of the 
world-wide fight against staph- 
ylococcal and other infections 
in hospitals, said: “We don't 
need to know another thing to 
win this battle. All we need 
to do is apply what we already 
know.” 

Hospitals, Dr. Walter said, 
should isolate persons with in- 
fection, just as is done with 
patients having a communica- 
ble disease. He said the islo- 
lation principle should be ap- 
plied also to infected hospital 
personnel, including doctors. 

“Many doctors have such a 
Jehovah complex they keep on 
working,” he said, even though 
they may be carrying bacteria 
| because of some minor ailment, 
such as a skin infection. He 
said care should be taken that 


nurses and attendants do not 
spread infection. 

Another difficulty, he said, 
is that some hospitals do not 
bother to maintain the high 
standards of cleanliness that 


used to be rigidly practiced. He 
laid this to the fre- 
quently transient nature of 
hospital personnel.

He urged use of vacuum 
cleaners, rather than mops and 
pails, for cleaning. He said hos- 
pitals should be cleaned thor- 
oughly, by personnel trained 


| “to know what they are doing 


and why they are doing it.” 

Surgeons, he said, should in- 
sist on a hygienic environment 
and not hesitate to be critical 
about the condition of an ope- 
rating room. He pointed out 
that many of the micro-organ- 
isms which cause infection are 
airborne. 

The panel on preventing 
surgical infections was part of 
a four-day sectional meeting of 
the surgical group. The meeting 
began yesterday and will con- 
tinue through Thursday. About 
3000 physicians are attending 
the sessions. 

Dr. Peden was moderator 
this morning of a panel on 
management of patients with 
multiple injuries, such as auto- 
mobile accident cases. The 
panel was at Barnes Hospital. 

He emphasized the impor- 
tance of early and thorough 
diagnosis, to make sure no in- 
juries are overlooked and that 
individual injuries get the right 
priority in treatment. 

Once the emergency, life- 
saving job has been done, Dr. 
Peden said, it is sometimes ad- 
visable to transfer the patient 
to a large hospital where a 
team of doctors, representing 
various medical _ specialities, 
can take over. 

Dr. Wendell G. Scott, pro- 
fessor of clinical radiology at 
Washington University School 
of Medicine, said the dangers 
inherent in use of radiation for 
diagnosis should be understood 
but not exaggerated. 

Discussing tissue damage and 
genetic effects of radiation, Dr. 
Scott said the danger of getting 
leukemia was an occupational 
hazard for persons who work 
with radiation, but was only a 
remote threat for patients un- 
dergoing diagnostic examinae¢ 
tion. 

He said that even radiolo- 
gists need incur no _ serious 
risk of developing leukemia if 
they follow recommended pre- 
cautions. The American Col- 
lege of Radiology has under- 
taken a campaign to make sure 
the hazards are understood 

The best attitude to take 
about the genetic effect of ra- 
diation, Dr. Scott said, is that 
dosages should be held to a 
minimum. He said ionizing ra- 
diation in small doses “‘unques- 
tionably can increase the mu-

‘Many Changes Made 


In Cards’ 


Training 


Picture Over Years 


By J. Roy Stockton | 

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., March 10—Baseball’s spring train- 

ing operation on the field hasn't changed much through the 
years, except for a pitching machine here and a batting cage 
there, but when you get away from the ball park the changes 


have beeA many and drastic. 


In the old days members of 
a club usually would gather in 
the home city and make the 
trip as a group to the training 
campsite, using lower and up- 
per berths of Pullman cars. The 
club secretary would send a 
railroad ticket to each player, 
good for the trip from the ath- 
lete’s home city to St. Louis or 
whatever the home base hap- 
pened to be. 

The group journey to train- 
ing camp is out of the picture. 
Now they travel by plane or 
motor car from home city to 
training camp. The secretary 
now sends a check, covering 
| first-class fare, rail and Pull- 
'man, and the player can pick 
his way of travel, direct to the 
Florida or Arizona city. 


Back in the 1920s or even 
| early "30s the player who didn’t 


| Stay at the club hotel during | 


| spring training was the rare 
exception. Today only the 
rookies and a few bachelors 
have rooms at the Cardinals’ 
hotel here, the Bainbridge. All 
of the stars and virtually all 


| the married men find quarters | 


| in the swanky hotels or motels 
in the beach -area, some 12 
miles or more from the club’s 
spring headquarters. 

Back in the days before the 


players organized and hired a 


lawyer and appointed club rep- 
resentatives, the player who 
preferred beach quarters for 
himself and family paid his 
| the player who p-efers the 
beach gets an allowance from 
the club equivalent to the ho- 
tel room rate. He also gets a 
meal allowance of $6 a day, 
plus $25 a week for incidental 
expenses. 


The change in the financial | 


picture has been great. Back 
in 1930, when the Cardinals 
trained at Bradenton, Fla., the 
hotel charged the club $1.50 a 
man for his room and the res- 
taurant next door to the hotel 
fed the players for $1.50 a day. 
As late as 1939, here in St. 
Pete, the restaurant in the 
hotel building that housed the 
Redbirds, fed the boys for $2.50 


a day. There had been a change | 


of management at the restau- 
rant that spring and the food 
was not exactly what you'd get 
at Toots Shor’s. 

The Cardinals protested vig- 
orously after a week or two 
and the club solved the prob- 
lem by giving the players $3 a 
day each for their meals. Only 
one St, Louis player continued 
to take his meals at the hotel 
restaurant after that. The ex- 
ception was Mickey Owen. The

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Tornado Was ‘Very Nice’ in Timing, Says Sociolog 
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By Clarissa Start 
Of the Post-Dispatch Staff 


THE PEOPLE who were in- 
volved naturally do not think 
so but the recent St. Louis 
tornado was a “very nice tor- 
nado,” at least from a sociolo- 
gist’s viewpoint. 

“It occurred at night when 
families were united in their 
own neighborhood setting, not 
dispersed,” Dr. Nicholas J. De- 
merath points out. “Had it tak- 
en place at 11 o'clock in the 
morning when families are 
about their business, at school, 
at work or shopping, the 
amount of stress that individ- 
uals would have felt, the reac- 
tion that would have taken 
them some days later into the 
neuropsychiatric wards of our 
hospitals, would have been far 
greater.” 

Dr. Demerath views torna- 
does and other disasters with 
a rather calm and dispassion- 
ate manner. As director of the 
Social Science Institute and 
chairman of the department of 
sociology and anthropology at 
Washington University, he is 
professionally interested in hu- 
man behavior in time of dis- 
aster. 

Two years ago, Dr. Demerath 
helped edit a special disaster 
issue of the publication, Hu- 
man Organization, for the So- 
ciety of Applied Anthropology, 
a group which has as its pur- 
pose the application of human 
behavior research to practical 
problems. Many of his inter- 
pretive conclusions based on 
studies of other disasters apply 


to the Feb, 10 experience in 
St. Louis. oi 
“There are regularities in 


human behavior under crisis 
and stress,” Dr. Demerath says. 
“Had we known what kind of 
crisis we were to have, we 
could have predicted the hu- 
man response.” 

One thing that could have 
been predicted, for example, is 
that the Weather Bureau and 
the Civil Defense agencies 
would come under attack. 


“There is a tendency for 
scapegoating after a disaster 
with one agency blaming an- 
other,” says Dr. Demerath, 
“and the public blaming 
them all. Officials of the 
Weather Bureau, Civil De- 
fense, even the Red Cross 
can expect to be pilloried. 
That is their unfortunate lot 
and they must cope with it.” 


Another thing that could 
have been predicted was that 
a large area like St. Louis, hit 
only patchily — even though 
disastrously in those patches— 
would recover quickly, much 
more so than a town of 1200 
or 2000 persons 

The effects of shock also 
were lessened by the fact that 
this was a tornado and a tor- 
nado is not entirely unfamiliar 
here; people know what to ex- 
pect. The disorganization would 
have been less with adequate 
warning. One of the proposi- 
tions made by Demerath in his 
study reads: 

“Social disorganization and 
stress are the greater as (a) the 
disastrous force is the more 
rapid, ‘b) the period of fore- 
warning the briefer, (‘c) the 
disaster agent less well known 
and less clearly perceived.” 

While it might appear to the 
layman that an advance period 


of warning or more time to 
think about it would lead to 
more stress, this is not the 
case. For this reason, Dr. 
Demerath points out, a good 
warning system is highly de- 
sirable. This does not mean 
that people would vacate the 
threatened area if warned; 
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only that they would not suf- 

fer as much from the blow. 
“It’s been proved almost im- 

possible to get people to leave 


a threatened area,” says Dr. 
Demerath. “Habit is extremely 


difficult to change and will 
change only under great du- 
ress. People always tend to 


think, ‘It won't happen to me 
or mine, only to the other fel- 
low.’ This is a fortunate way 
in which Mother Nature takes 
care of people but it makes it 
difficult for disaster planners. 

“In England during World 
War II they couldn’t pry peo- 
ple out of central London even 
after the Germans were bomb- 
ing it nightly. The same thing 
happened in Rotterdam and 
the Germans themselves 
couldn’t get people out of Ber- 
lin even when the Eighth Air 
Force was plastering them. 

“In Louisiana at the time 
certain towns were in the path 
of a hurricane, people refused 
to leave. There is a town in 
the line of an avalanche in 
Switzerland but some residents 
stubbornly remain there.” 

One reason people hesitate 
to leave is that they like to 
stay around to protect their 
possessions even at danger to 
life itself. One cannot scoff at 
this instinct or brand it “crass 
materialism,” Dr. Demerath 
warns. Possessions come to 
symbolize emotion, memories, 
hopes, fears, and the average 


human being wants to take 
care of them.

Boy Learns Bombs 
Are Not Just Game 


THE OTHER EVENING someone gave me her defini- 
tion of the typical mother—“unwept, unhonored and un- 
strung.” The latter is especially apropos at our house on 
evenings when we are having large scale bombings in the 
play room. 

In my _pre-maternal 
days I used to plan how 
to handle these situa- 
tions. There would be 
no toy soldiers, no toy 
tanks or battleships, guns 
or war games. That's 
what I thought. 

We now have in our 
peace-loving home 
enough toy weapons to 
furnish an arsenal for 
any period in history. 
We have rifles, pistols, 
ray guns, rockets, spears, 
javelins, cutlasses, scimi- 
tars, bows and arrows 
and a glass of poisonous 
colored liquid, which I 
rather hope is shoe pol- 
ish and poster paint but 
which I’ve been told is 
a secret formula de-

from television,” but they don’t; they get it from us.

Bombing. I build the town, usually a small village 
in the Bavarian Alps.

“lI am Radko Jansky,” he said 
pleasantly as he gave the prac- 
ticed lie 

His name isn’t Radko Janskvy. 
That's a name he thought up 
a. he left Czechoslovakia by 
the back door in May 1948. He 
had been an officer in the 
Christian Democratic party. an 
electioneering anti-Communist, 
and because he isn’t a good 
loser and the Communists are 
terrible winners he won't go 
home again ard be himself 
until the Communists lose 
their franchise. He is likely to 
continue as Radko Jansky for 
a long time. 

At 31, Jansky is a man with 
long training in political pa- 
tience, waiting for one totali- 
tarian force or another to clear 
out of Czechoslovakia. He has 
been on the losing side since 
he was 10 years vic and he has 
made a profession of being a 
man without a. duntry. 

He came to St. Louis in No- 
vember, 1952, and works as a 
bookkeeper, and lives at 505 
Dover place. Six years in one 
city should settle down a man 
but Jansky talks like a friend- 
ly stranger just passing through 
town, liking what he sees but 
anxious to continue on his 
uncertain journey from Up- 
heaval to Utopia. 

He has not become a citizen; 
he does not intend to become a 
citizen. United States citizen- 
ship is not the program of 
Czechs without a country 

“I didn’t escape to make a 
career somewhere,” he said, “I 
left to work for the restoration 
of freedom in Czechoslovakia 
and until that happens I work 
to help refugees from Czecho- 
slovakia.” 

This sounded like a promis- 
ing line, Jansky had come to 
a rendezvous in a stronghold 
of capitalism, an advertising 
agency, wrapped up in the uni- 
form of the Underground, a 
trench coat. He looked ripe 
for television: Fade out on hero 
in trench coat; bring in com- 
mercial. How does a man in a 
trench coat work for freedom? 

Jansky smiled. That would 
be interesting to know, wouldn't 
it? The girl at the advertising 
agency's reception desk, Connie 
Scariano, looked interested, 
too. She is engaged to Jansky. 

“President Eisenhower's clos- 
est rival as the most popular 
American to the Czech people 
is Stan Kenton,” Jansky said. 
“We see that quite a few Amer- 


ican jazz records go _ into 
Czechoslovakia. And I am in- 
interested in a little jazz maga- 
zine, too. The magazine has 
quite a number of readers be- 
hind the Iron Curtain.” 

That’s all there is to foreign 


intrigue, just a lot of jazz? 
Jansky shrugged. That would 
do for today’s lesson. 

Miss Scariano, the helpful 
receptionist, said, “Tell about 


your career as a child spy 

Obligingly, Jansky reduced 
the romance of espionage to 
the rubble of child’s, play. 
His father was the Czech 
military attache in Budapest 
during the late 1930s. The 
military attache’s little boy 
played beside roads with a 
pull toy. He placed the toy 
on one side of the road and 
walked across, letting out 
string. At the opposite side 
of the road he tied a knot in 
the string. 

Back at the Czech embassy, 
the military attache measured 
his child’s string and decided 
two Czech medium tanks 
could travel that road side- 
by-side. The military at- 
tache could have paced off 
the road but that wouldn't 


have been good training. 
Czech children earn their 
keep. 

“I played a lot around 
military bases, too.” said 
Jansky. “Nobody pays atten- 


tion to a child playing. I 
counted trucks and troops 
coming and going.” 


The Czechs never used the 
child Jansky’s information or 
any other spy’s information. 
The Czechs mobilized twice in 
1938 and broke up each time 
without firing a shot. Neville 
Chamberlain went to Munich 
and got a guarantee of peace 


in our time. Jansky’s father 
returned to Prague and worked 
as editor of a press service, 
organizing anti-German senti- 
ment. He wasn't so sure of 
peace in our time. 

In March, 1939, Adolf Hit- 
ler's Germany completed the 
job of annexing Czechoslovakia. 
Jansky's father became a re- 
Sistance man, trying to set up 
contacts with Brtish and 
French and Americans, every- 
body he was certain would be 


on the other side when peace 
in our time went out of style. 

“On Aug. 25, 1939, the Nazis 
arrested my father,” Jansky 
said. “I am very bad in his- 
tory, but some dates I remem- 
ber quite well.”’ 

The Nazis announced after 
the arrest that Jansky’s father 
had committed suicide. The 
body was put in a sealed iron 
coffin because the Nazis knew

Worry Over a Past Mistake 
Dear Martha: 

HOW LONG must a person go on being punished for 
a mistake? I'm still paying for mine and I know God is 
still punishing me. When I was 16, I fell in love with a 
boy six years older than I. After three years we broke up. 
I found I was going to 
have his child but he 
couldn’t marry me be- 
cause he had to care for 
his mother, an invalid, 
and he didn’t have a job. 
I managed to have the 
baby and kept it for more 
than five years. Then, to 
keep him from being 
shifted from pillar to 
post, I adopted him out 
to a St. Louis couple with 
the understanding that 
they would write me and 
send his pictures. I have 
never heard a word from them since that day. They moved 
away. I have tried repeatedly to find my boy. I am now 
married and have six children. We don’t have the extra 
money it takes to hire a private detective. I don’t want to 
cause trouble for him. All I want is to see him or have 
him write to me (if he wants to) and send me his photo- 
graph. I am ill with heart trouble and it is my fervent 
prayer that God will forgive me soon and let me see my 
son once more. STEADY READER. 
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His foster parents should never have made a 
promise they didn’t intend to keep. However, as 
hard as it is for you to accept, it may have been 
best for your boy to cut him away from the past 
completely and iet him start a new life. For 
that matter, it probably would be far harder on you 
than you realize to see him again and reopen the 
wound of separation. To find him again would 
require money and time. Even though I under- 
stand how you feel, I believe you would be wise 
to try to be grateful that he has had a good 
home, and devote yourself to your husband and 
other children. Your pastor or a family agency 
caseworker can help you ease the sense of guilt 
and regret which tortures you now. 


Dear Martha: 

MY HUSBAND TELLS ME he loves me very much 
and that no other woman really exists, then he laughs and 
says other women are lonely and that they know he is 
married. I have positive identification of another woman 
whom he has been seeing. Should I give him the truth to 
read or pretend to be dumb? We attend church regularly 
and are respected in our community. I don’t want a 
divorce. I jyst want him to keep his marriage vows. What 
do other women do when confronted by a similar problem? 

CASANOVA’S WIFE. 


There’s no lasso strong enough to rope a 
wandering husband if he doesn’t want to get back 
in line. Neither is there a pat formula for dealing 
with a situation like this.

Accusation of Communism 


WASHINGTON, March 10. 

I HAVE BEEN GRIEVED to see that the Highlander 
Folk Schovul in Monteagle, Tenn., is being investigated, os- 
tensibly under the accusation of Communism. Actually, the 
objection is and always has been that it provides a meet- 
ing place for Negro and white to discuss subjects of mu- 
tual interest to both races, and particularly that it has 
helped to train people in the labor movement. 

Before the labor movement had even reached 

the strength it has today in the South this school 

helped the unpopular labor organizer. It is still 

none too popular to be a labor organizer in certain 
areas of the South and for a school to have stood 
fearlessly for integration and for labor rights and 

to have made a good name in its own community 

and friends in its own community I think speaks 

well for the school and its director, as well as its 
supporters. 

I hope no one will be afraid to testify in favor of the 
right of this school to function. It is true that even some 
(happily only a few) of our highly placed southern Sena- 
tors and Representatives have used this threat of accusing 
organizations or individuals of Communism when what they 
really meant was that they were strengthening the cause 
of integration in the South and strengthening the cause of 
labor. 

We want to be aware of the threat of Communism; we 
want to be taught what are the earmarks of a real Commu- 
nist; and we should dread the growth of Communism any- 
where in our country. But I have yet to see any growth 
in the Communist party in the United States and I have 
yet to find anywhere a really intelligent and mature per- 
son who believes in Communism as it is practiced today in 
the Soviet Union. 

There may be a few people who may have 
been attracted by the ideal of Communism, which 

has never been achieved, but they are usually 

theorists and have never faced the real facts of 

Communism or so-called Socialism as practiced in 

Communistic Russia, Red China, or anywhere else. 

I do not think for a moment that our people in this 
country could be fooled into curtailing their own liberties 
and I have been much encouraged by the change of a num- 
ber of theoretical Communists who have ceased to be Com- 
munists and have said so quite honestly and openly. Among 


these people, for instance, are Howard Fast and John Gates. | 


I am told that even when those who have turned 
against Communism have openly come out and given up 
their Communist affiliations, our fear is so great that some 
of them, like John Gates, cannot find any kind of a job 
by which to earn a living. 

This seems to me shortsighted, for men who 
have acknowledged their errors should not be 
asked to go on paying for them to the exclusion 
of being able to live on a decent basis or of being 
able to support their families. 
¥Y we are afraid that surreptitiously they are still at- 

tached to their old ideas, I think we can be reassured, for 
the FBI will find them out sooner or later. It is not the 
business of the average American to do his own sleuth- 
ing, for he may be quite sure that anyone who has once 
been a Communist will be watched by the men who are 
expected to safeguard our country from Communistic activ- 
ities.

The Knights in Armor 


By Ramon Coffman 


WHEN WE THINK of war- 
fare in the Middle Ages our 
minds are likely to: travel to 
“knights in armor.” They were 
far from being the only fight- 
ing men of that time, but they 
were important. An army of 
20,000 was likely to contain 
from 400 to 1000 knights. 


Fashions in armor changed 
with the passing of the cen- 
turies. There were plates of 
solid iron or steel, and some 
knights were encased com- 
pletely. 


A suit of armor often 
weighed from 40 to 8&0 
pounds. A knight might be 
knocked to the ground and 
suffer little injury, but 
might have trouble rising. 
The armor was too heavy un- 
til improvements were made. 


Coats of mail became pop- 
ular with knights. This cover- 
ing was composed of hundreds 
of metal rings, linked together. 
A coat of mail was of lighter 
weight than plate armor, and 
gave some protection against 
the blows of swords or spears. 

Knights felt that they needed 
more protection than could be 


given by coats of mail, For 


this reason they added plates 
to guard certain parts of their 
bodies, especially their should- 
ers 

Helmets of various shapes 
were used to protect the head. 
Openings were provided © so 
that a knight could see his op- 
ponent, but sometimes the 
openings were mere slits. 


Not content with the exer- 
cise they found in war, 
knights often took part in 
jousting. With lances lev- 
eled, two knights would ride 
together, each trying to 
knock the other from his 
steed. 


Stout shields were employed 
to catch the lance blows, and 
many a lance was shattered in 
the contests. Most of the joust- 
ing was carried out in good 
spirit, but there were “grudge 
fights”. now and then. If both 
knights were unseated, a fierce 
due] with swords might take 
place on the ground.
